"SEES ‘TURK AS WAR MENACE. 


Another World Conflict Unless He Is] j 
Checked, Morgenthau Predicts. 


Humanitarian considerations. and not 
oil concéssions come first in the minds 
of - Americans who have watched the 
tragedy of the Near East, said Henry 
Morgenthau, former Ambassador to Tur- 
key, at the Brooklyn™¥Y. M. C.. A, last 
night. He was cheered for three ‘min-

Mr. Morgenthau: predicted that, unless 
the arrogance of the Turk was Checked 
by allied co/dperation there would be a 
new world war. ‘The people - of this 
country could: not perniit this to. happen, 
he said, and there snould be no commer- 
cial dealing with a nation which -ha$ 
threatened to murder every Christian in 
its borders. 

** Over 1,000,000 people in Smyrna are 
being threatened with deportation to.the 
interior,’’ said Mr. Morgenthau... ‘‘ After 
the Turk ‘was defeated he’ was .one 
power that definitely resented it, re- 
sented it more than Germany did. .

The bark of-a pistol, a flash through 
the smoke that hung thickly over the 
arena, and the thirty-third annual in- 
ternational six-day bicycle race started 
this morning at one minute past mid- 
night in Madison Square Garden.

Deputy Diagne’s accusations in open 
seston of the C ber of Deputies, to 
which the federation takes exception, 
are quoted in the report published by the 
Journal Officiel as follows: 

Siki refused to carry out iristructions 
which would have caused the public 
to be fooled and swindled of its ane. 
Suddenly becoming constious of 
own ry sy hile in the ring, he re- 
fused to lle ddwn in the fourth round 
and abandon to Carpentier another 

victory. 

Deputy Diagne explains that his words 
as quoted above cast no reflection on the 
honesty of the members of the French 
Boxing . Fedération. ‘‘ The enertucss 
made to Siki to get him to lie do n 
did not come m that quartef,’’ the 
Deputy added, but t he said he had abso- 
lute proof ‘of his charges. 

During the long negotiations for the 
meeting between the Senegalese fighter 
and Carpentier there was much talk in 
sporting circles of an alleged ‘‘ frame- 
up. Prior to the fight oerellers was 
asked concerning the rumor. 

**No propositions have been made to 
me to have Siki lie down,’’ said Hellers. 
“‘If any are: made between now and the 
day of the fight I, of course, will have 
to.accept them in order to get Carpen- 
tier in the ring against my black man, 
but I will double-cross them. I swear 
“a res that we are going into this fight 

o Win. 

Siki himself told the correspondent on 
Saturday evening, the night before the 
fight took place: ‘‘ I am going into this 
fight to win. If those who are betting 
6 to 1 against me think I am going to 
‘dive’ they will get ar unpleasant sur- 
‘prise tomorrow.”’
